ADVISE? HIM TO YIELD TO THE

NOT YET GIVEN OUT OFFICIALLY

CORRESPONDENCE OF 6EESHAM AND

Wherein the Former Given Instructions
.Not to Interfere in the Cases

of Certain Exiles.

San Francisco, May 16. An evening
paper prints the following: Private
lettes recieved from Honolulu by the
Bteamer Australia declare that a
change of administiation will sonn oc-

cur there and that the change is ad-

vocated by no less important a per-
sonage than Thurston. The
Information come from a most relia-
ble source, and cannot be questioned.

According to the letters' received
here, all that it preserving the present
government is the fact that it possesses
the arms necessary to quell another
outbreak, and is exerting itself in its
efforts to prevent the landing of con-

traband arms. It is well lenown that
the government forces numerically are
greatly in the minority, and no one
has been made to realize this fact more
than Minister Thurston. At a recent
conference between Mr. Thurston and
Presindent Dole and other members of
his cabinet, the former declared that
the only hope of permanent peace on
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the islands will be realized in placing
Princess Kaiulani In the position which
the former monarchy proposed thai she
Bhould some day have.

Mr. Thurston is reported to have ad-
vocated this step so strongly that Pres-
ident Dole and his cabinet became
alarmed and have since given the mat-
ter many hours of consideration.

ON ITS LAST LEGS.
Passengers on the Australia have

confided the fact that the republic is on
its last legs. Various big organiza-
tions are breaking away from Presi-
dent Dole, and the opposing forces,
which were somewhat subdued after
the recent uprising by the show of
arms made by the government, are
pow becoming bolder.

"An alarm is likely to be sounded
any night," remarked one passenger,
"and if it is, you can expect to hear
the downfall of the republic

"There is no escape for It. The peo-
ple are dissatisfied and particularly
the Americans, who, if aioused, will
find at their sides all the assistance
they need to effect a complete change
In the government.

"Minister Thurston's uneasiness has
become o apparent to the opposing
forces that the latter have gained more
courage. The fact that Mr. Thurston
favors a change is no longer a secret
and when we left Honolulu it was com-
mon talk that he was then planning to
carry out to a successful end the con-
version of the republic back to a mon-
archy."

San Francisco, May 16. Julius A.
Palmer, who went to the Hawaiian
islands to investigate the state of af-
fairs there as special correspondent for
the New York Evening "Post, has re-

turned. He state that all things point
to a restoration of the monarchy in
Hawaii and that it would be the best
thing for the people as the present gov-
ernment is incapable of taking care of
of the people's interest in view of re-
cent events.
DEPARTMENT CORRESPONDENCE

San Francisco. May 16. Additional
advices brought from Honolulu by yes-
terday's steamer, under date of May S.
have an important bearing upon the
question of the tieatment to be accord-
ed the prisoners convicted by the court-marti- al

of treason, or misprision of
treason, and persons deported for the
same offense, who have appealed to the
government of the United States for
protection, claiming to be citizens of
that country. The most notable were
cases of J. Cranston, deported to Van
Couver. and J. F. Bowler, sentenced to
five years imprisonment and $5,000 fine.
In each of these case appeal- - were
made to the United States government
for protection. The action of the de-
partment in behalf of thee cases has
been made known to the friends of the
men here and the formal letters f Sec-
retary Gresham are now published, as
Indicating the attitude that the state
department at Washington has assum-
ed towards the whole question of citi-
zenship of Americans who have be-
come at any time attached to Hawaii
and particularly as showing an essen-

THERE ARE TWO LETTERS.
Tu correspondence is made up of

two letters, the first touching the
Cranston case. Is as follows:

Department of State.
Washington. Feb. 23. 1S93.

A. S. "Willis. Esq., Honolulu:
Sir 1 have to acknowledge the re-

ceipt of your No. 95, of the Sth inst.. in
relation to affairs in Honolulu, and par-
ticularly in relation to the forcible de-
portation on the 2d inst., of three men,
one of whom, Mr. J. Cranston, claims
to be a, citizen of the United States. I
enclose herewith copies of certain de-
positions made by Mr. Cranston on the
11th and 17th instant before Mr. Peter-
son, the commercial agent of the Unit-
ed States at Van Couver. The.e de-

positions leave the question of Mr.
Cranston's nationality in doubt and
Mr. Peterson has been instructed to ob-

tain further statements from him on
that subject.

Under these circumstances the de-

partment does not now Instruct you to
'jSoake any representations to the Haw
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aiian government in regard to Mr.
Cranston, but it is proper to express
to you, for your guidance in similar
cases, should they arise, the views here
entertained in regard to the course of
action taken in that case. Ip appears
that after having been kept in jail
nearly a month, without any charges
having made made against him, he was
then taken under a heavy guard to a
steamer and would, in pite of fhis re-
quest to see you, have been deported
.without having an opportunity then to
do so, had it not been for the accidental
but timely interposition of the British
commisisoner.

CABINET (SO DECREED
You state that when you asked the

attorney general for an explanation of
the proceedings, he replied that the
cabinet had determined to deport the
in the exercise of the arbitrary power
conferred by martial law. As this was
the only explanation he gave, it is as-
sumed that it was all he had to offer
and he gave it without suggesting any
question as to Mr. Cranston's national-
ity.

If the position thus assumed be sound
the very proclamation of martial law in
Hawaii renders all foreigners there re-
siding, including Americans, liable to
arrest and deportation without cause
and without any reason other than the
fact that the executive power wills It.
They may be taken from their homes
and their business, they may be depri-
ved of their liberty and banished, they
may be denied the ordinary as well as-th-

special treaty rights of residents,
without offense or misconduct on their
part, simply in the exercise of arbitrary
power.

To state such a proposition is, in the
opinion of the president, to refute it.
"Truly viewed" says an eminent author
"martial law can only change the ad-
ministration of the laws, give them a
rapid force, and make their penalties
certain and effectual; not abrogate what
was the justice of the community before
The civil courts are in part or fully sus-
pended; but in reason, the new summa-
ry tribunals should govern themselves
in their proceedings, as far as circum-
stances admit, by established principles
of justice, the same which had before
been recognized In the courts." (Bish-
op's Criminal Law .section 45.)

In view of what has been stated, your
course in protesting against the posi-
tion assumed by the attorney general
of Hawaii is approved.

r IN THE MATTER. OF BOWLER.
The second letter relates to the Bowler

case and is as follows:
Department of State, Washington, April

5 1S95
Alberts. Willis, Esq. Honolulu.

Sir: It appears from your No. SS, of
February 2S, that on the 22d of that
month, J. F. Bowler was convicted by
a military commission, sitting at Hono-
lulu, for paiticipating in or implication
in the disturbances or uprisings in Ha-
waii early in January and sentenced
to at hard labor for five
years and to pay a fine of 55,000; that he
now claims protection as an American
citizen; and that the Hawaiian authori-
ties assert that he is not entitled to
such protection, because he is a natur-
alized citizen of that government.

When Mr. Bowler left this country
and went to Hawaii does not appear,
but on March IS, 1SS5, he voluntarily
took an oath to support the constitution
and laws of the Hawaiian islands and
bear true allegiance to the king, with-
out expressly renouncing or giving up
his allegiance to the United States.

Section 432 of the statute prescribing
this oath, (compiled laws of Hawaii.
3SS4.) provides that every foreigner so
naturalized shall be deemed for all pur-
poses a native of the islands, subject
only to their laws and entitled to their
protection, and no longer amenable to
his native sovereign while residing in
the kingdom, nor entitled to resort to
his native country for protection or in-

tervention; that for every such resort
he shall be subject to the penalties an-
nexed to rebellion and that having been
thus naturalized, ha shall be entitled to
all rights and immunities of a Hawaiian
subject.

ALLEGIANCE NOT PERPETUAL.
I am informed that the supreme court

of Hawaii has held that the taking of
this oath operates to naturalize the
alien and admit him to full citizenship.
It is not claimed that since 1SS5 Mr.
Bowler ever returned to the United
States or resided elsewhere than on the
islands. This government has never
held to the doctrine of perpetual alle-
giance; on the contrary from its or-
ganization it has maintained that the
right to throw off one's natural alle-
giance and assume another, is inalien-
able. "Expatriation," said Attorney
General Black in IS.'iO, "includes not
only emigration out of one's native
country, but naturalization in the coun-
try adopted as a future residence."

The effect of the naturalization 1s to
place the adopted citizen in the same
relation to the government as a native
citizen subjects. The right of the Haw-
aiian government, with his consent, to
adopt Mr. Bowler as fully as if he had
been born upon its soil, is as clear as
his right to expatriate himself. He
manifested his intention of abandon-
ing his American citizenship by taking
the oath to support the constitution
and laws of Hawaii and bear true al-
legiance to the king. and so far as
known, he manifested no contrary in-

tentions before his arrest. That oath
is inconsistent with his allegiance to
the United States. By taking it he

himself to support the govern-
ment of his adoption, even to the extent
of fighting its battles in the event of
war between it and the country of his
origin. He could not bear true alle-
giance to both governments at the same
time.

The president directs that you inform
Mr. Bowler that he is not entitled to the
piotection of the United States; that
on cimilar occasions you will be guided
by the views herein expressed, and
that you furnish the minister of for-
eign affirs with a copy of this instruc-
tion.

This
is another teature ot tne tight ror the
amalgamation of all Catholic societies
McFeeney of New York, offered a reso-
lution Inviting the Atlantic jurisdiction
of the Young Men's Institute, especially
those who have embraced the insurance
feature, to afilhate with the Knights,
the invitation being extended because
of the expressed belief of Grand Master
Rives that a combination of the Young
Men's Institute with the Catholic
Knights of America would be mutually
advantageous. It is said upon good au-
thority that the question of admitting
women to membership will be revived to
morrow.

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BLAMES THE GIRL

PEOF. MONTGOMERY ACCUSES LULU

BLIND OF TELLING A LIE.

He Says She Made the Romantic Story of
Her Own Sale and Marriage Out of
"Whole Cloth Anil Yet She is Pointed
Oat at) the Model Girl of the School

IJut In an Investigation Before Captain
VooiIson She Is Xot in Duffy

Tells Awful Stories About the Agency
and the Indian School.

There is another chapter In the story
of the safe of Lulu Blind of Darling-
ton for fifteen ponies. The chapter is
of particular interest as it proposes to
deny the whole matter and put the
bhime on Lulu herself.

The American Indian has never been
known or his inventive faculties. No
great romancers have ever appeared
among the red tribe. The Indian Is not
a shinning light in the world of fiction.

But Lulu has lied. This young In-

dian girl set the story afloat that she
had been sold for fifteen ponies as a
mere diversion. This is the idea that
Is now exploited. In a letter to the ed-
itor of the Eagle received yesterday.
Superintendent Montgomery says that
he has been misinformed on the whole
matter by the girl. Lulu Blind herself.

An investigation has been held. The
old Indian father who was accused of
selling his daughter appeared, and, be-
fore Indian Agent Woodson, kindly
testified that he had not bargained
away his daughter. Other Indians
were struck with a streak of volumn-lou- s

testimony and said that Lulu had
not been sold at all. But Lulu's tes-
timony does not appear. She probably
knew nothing about it. Young girls
who have been bartered away for pon-
ies, particularly when those girls are
Intelligent and have an antipathy to
living among savages, could not prop-
erly testify, and of course it was highly
proper, legally decorous and eminently
humane for the rest of the family to
testify and for Lulu herself, who has
declared that she was not only sold,
but that she has been already married
to the man, but has not yet lived with
him, to be shut off of the Investigation.

Lulu Blind should be heard before she
is found guilty of lying. The truth of
the matter appears to be that Agent
Woodson has been too anxious to deny
the story from the first. It is com-
monly known at El Reno and in the
other western border towns that In-
dian girls are sold for ponies. It was
the Indian custom and the sale of Lulu
was not a reflection in any sense on the
efficiency of Agent Woodson. The cus-
tom obtained among the Indians, and
it has been the object of the Eagle to
call attention to it and have it pro-
hibited, which it apparently has suc-
ceeded in doing. For this Agent "Wood-
son and those who assist him deserve
praise.

But since the story hinges on the ver-
acity of Lulu herself, her testimony
should be taken and given to the
public. If she is the educated girl she
is reported to bo. there is no right to
brand her with the guilt of lying.

The following Is the letter from
Professor Montgomery:
Department of the Interior, Indian

School Service. Office of Superinten-
dent:
Arapahoe Boarding School, Darling-

ton, O. T-- . May 14, 1895.
To the Editor of the Eagle, Wichita.

Kansas:
Sir As my name has been used with-

out warrant, in the sensational articles
which have had such a wide circula-
tion in the press about the alleged yale
of an Indian girl at this school. I take
the liberty of reporting to you the re-
sult of an investigation this day made
by Captain A. E. Woodson. United
States Indian agent at this agency,
there being present tho father and
mother of Lulu Blind, the girl in ques-
tion, her brother, a former student of
Carlisle, Jessie Bent and Ben Road-travel-

interpreters. I was present at
the inquiry, with the girl in question,
as well. The father of the girl. Curly
by name, denies in most emphatic
terms of Tiaving made any such a bar-
gain and positively states that he has
often told the g'rl that she should
marry whoever she pleased and that
he wanted her to marry when she got
ready, .according to the white man's
law. It was also developed at the en-
quiry that Whiteshirt, the Indian
whose name has been coupled with
hers in the rumors which had reached
my ears, is not her brother-in-la- nor
in any way related to her, that he Is a
man of some thirty years of age, whose
wife died early last fall, he has since
married another woman. As it is evi-

dent that I have been misinformed up-
on the real facts in the case and the
statements reported to have been made
by me, having been based upon a con-

versation with two ladie in my office,
in which I stated some things told me
.y the girl herself, which I now find v
be false. I deem it due your paper, the
ladies in question. Captain Woodson
and myself, that you publish this letter.

I might add that I am satisfied at this
time that no bargain of thi kind has
been made in the case, and that in
case of an attempt of anything of that
port, it would be promptly nipped in the
bud by the agent.

concerning the Lulu Bland story. He
was for years connected with the Arap-
ahoe Indian school and besides that
served with Captain Woodson in the
army. Mr. Duffy knows Lulu Bland
and all connected with hr and has no
d )ubt but that her alleged sale for pon-

ies and marriage is absolutely true as
he savs that such deals are common
among the Indians and referred to sev-

eral instances of it giving the names
of parties now living with a number of
wives. According to Mr Duffy's si.
ments a dreadful condition of affair
prevailed at the agency before he left
there and cites some of the grossest
immoralities, even among the pupils at
the school. He was the man who pre-
ferred charges against Mr Dwyer. the
former superintendant. He makes
some startling disclosures and, evident-
ly, the time is not far distant until an
Investigation will be held.

IT'S BIMET.VIil.lS3r AT rCKCELU

Sentiment Overwhelming for Silver and a
Large Lesigue Onrnnlzed.

Purcell.O. T., May 16 (Special (A
large bimetallic league was organized
at a rousing meeting held here last
night. The sentiment in favor of silver
is intense and overwhelming at this
place. The following resolutions were
adopted:

Whereas, We believe that if the dif-

ferent political organizations and their
leaders throughout the United States
knew and understood the wishes of the
business men and farmers they w ould re
spect them; that, in some way. these
wishes should be made known emphat-
ically; that this can best be done by
public meetings, and resolutions to

be sent to our representative public men
and published in the newspapers; that
the power to issue money is a sovereign
power belonging to the people throug-o- ut

their government, and that to main-
tain our free institutions it is absolute-
ly necessary that we maintain our inde-
pendence in all things: that to allow
England to dl jtate to us her single gold
standard system of currency, that ne-

cessitates continued contraction and
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fall of prices, would be to inaugurate
a system of tyranny so grinding and op-
pressive that the American people
could not and would not submit to it;
therefore be It

Resolved, That we are In favor of
the restoration of our finance and mint
laws as they existed prior to 1S73, and
the full restoration of silver as a prima-
ry or redemption money without wait-
ing for action of any other government
on earth. Be it further

Resolved, Tthat the purpose and ob-
ject of this club is to use all honorable
and proper means to bring to the atten-
tion of the people at large throughout
the United States the overshadowing
and urgent importance of the silver Is-

sue, and to Tesist all and every form of
compromise on that question. Having
studied the question carefully, especial-
ly in its bearings upon wheat, cotton,
and all the products of our farmers
we are alarmed at the sltuation-an- im-
pressed with the conviction that unless
immediate action be secured prices of
wheat and cotton will decline still lower
than now and the industry be abandon-
ed; that it is the purpose of this organi-
zation to arouse the people to themagni
tude and urgency of the .crisis by put-
ting in their personal possession the
real facts relating to the act of demonet
ization of silver, and show them that
it is now acting in the markets with all
its vigor and reducing us to poverty:
that we hope, by action all over the
nation to bring such a pressure upon
members of congress of all political par-
ties as to compel prompt action upon
this question, believing as we do that
the emergency is so great that delay
will mean perpetual financial slavery
and inability on our part to relieve our-
selves.

The following resolutions were furth-
er adopted:

1. This club shall be known as "The
Purcell Bimetallic club."

2. Any person may become a member
thereof who advocates the restoration
of our financial and mint laws, as they
existed prior to 1S73, and the full restor-
ation of silver as a primary oc redemp-
tion money, without waiting, for the
action of any other government on
earth; and the object of this club will
be to assist in obtaining necessary leg-

islation thereto, and it shall be non-

partisan.
3. The officers of this club shall be a

president, one vice president and one
secretary-treasure- r, to be elected every
six months, and whose duties shall be
those usual to such offices. There
shall also be five directors to manage
the business of this club, to be appoint-
ed bv the president.

4. The second section of this consti-
tution shall not be subject to amend-
ment.

3. Ich member of this club shall pay
an assessment of twenty-fiv- e cents per
month to the treasurer.

6. The meetings of this club shall be
on every Monday evening at S:30
o'clock.

7. The deliberations of this club shall
be carried on according to the rules
laid down in Cushing's manual.

5. When it is known that a member
of this club is not in sympathy with
the declarations laid down he shall be
requested to resign, and his name shall
be stricken from the roll of the club.

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CUTTING OUT WORK

SILVER MEN AT SALT LAKE PRO-

CEED HARMONIOUSLY.

Whlle the Committee on Resolution is Oat
the Convention Discusses "Ways and
Means in a Friendly and Informal Way

Considerable Diversity Appears as to
Special Methods bat the Main Tarpoe
Seems So Well Established That Its
Statement, Even, Is Apparently Deemed

SaperUuoua Wurlchsen and Hill.

Salt Lake, May 16. The silver con-

vention met in its second day's ses-

sion at 10 a. m. today. The committee
on resolutions not being ready to re-
port .the convention went into execu-
tive session, discussing the various
methods proposed for carrying out the
objects for which this conference was
called. A number of interesting
speeches were made, and while there
were differences of opinion, indications
all point to harmonious action.

The Montana delegates suggested
that Honest Money leagues be organ
ized in every precinct, county and
state, each to agree to raise money to
distribute literature throughout the
middle states. All prominent mining
companies should be asked to pay cer-
tain assessments per month to aid the
work.

Mr. Bora of Idaho opposed any par-
tisan work. He was a Repbulican but
would not support his party on notion-
al issues unless both its candidates and
platform favored silver at 16 to 1.

Mr. Bryan of Idaho urged the organ-
ization of all silver men within their
party lines, but ready at the tick of an
Instrument to swing into line irrespec-
tive of party affiliations.

Mr. Hllp of Nevada favored four
great mass meetings to be held in dif-
ferent parts of the United States with-
in the next six months. He stood
ready at any opportune time to leave
his party (Democratic) if it failed to do
the proper thing In 1S93.

Prince of New Mexico
wanted headquarters opened in New
York City, to distribute propaganda
and to hold meetings, to be addressed
by prominent men. irrespective of
party, who should take active stands
on honest money.

NOT CLEVELAND DEMOCRATS.
Mr. Robsnlder of West Virginia ad-

dressed the conference, saying that
West Virginia was for silver and that
the Democracy of the south was not a.
Cleveland Democracy. The south hav-
ing been betrayed by Carlisle and
others, the people would be heard from
in the convention of 1S96.

Senator Clarke of Wyoming favored
concentrating the work of education in
the Mississippi valley, rather than in
New York.

Congressman Shafforth, of Colorado
declared that henceforth each political
party should instruct its delegates to
the national conventions to retire un-
less they secured a candidate and plank
for sliver.

Adams of Colorado, wan
ted the people to read and understand
the constitution of the United States
and the money of Jefferson and Hamil-
ton.

Congressman Mondell, Wyoming,
wanted the battle fought within party
lines at present .with a notice of a
change of base in case of failure, but
a notice to be given to states rather
than national conventions.

READY FOR CONVERSION.
Mr. Light. Colorado, thought the New

England states as ripe as the middle
states for conversion; considerable in-
terest had already been awakened in
Massachusetts. He was in doubt about
Texas being very strong for silver. He
had sent out 6.000 copies of "Coin's Fi-
nancial School" and was convinced of
a rapid change of sentiment in New
England among all classes and thought
the people there were willing to buy
silver literature. His plan for a finan-
cial army contemplated the enrollment
of all in each state in favor of the hon-
est dollar. They should say, "I hereby
enroll myself a member of the financial
army during the campaign for honest
money, which shall continue until silver
is restored to the position it occupied
under Jefferson, Jackson andl Lincoln.
I also agree to pay monthly into the
campaign fund the sum of ." He
believed a million members could be en-
rolled and if they paid only twenty-fiv- e

cents, it would provide $250,000 per
month for the publication and. distribu-
tion of literature. This army would re-

sult in organizing the mass of voters
in every state in the union.

STILL OTHER PLANS.
Colonel Winston of Washington fav-

ored a .national organiza-
tion and a precinct silver ticket put out
within each party in the several states.

General Jones of Washington wanted
the reports of the Brussels conference
distributed and said it was queer that
the authorities in Washington said the
supply was exhausted. He was sorry
that the gold bugs had stolen the syn-
onym of "honest money." and suggest-
ed the name "honest dollars."

A resolution will be considered to-

morrow constituting the delegates at-

tending the conference an executive
committee to devise ways and means of
electing to the presidency and congress
of the United tSates, men known to be
absolutely in favor of free and unlimit-
ed coinage of silver.

This afternoon the delegates visited
Salt Air, the bathing resort on Salt
Lake.

An invitation was received and ac-
cepted to send delegates to the con-

vention of southern and western states
at Memphis, Tenn, June 12 and 13.

the money in tho bank for at least
year. It will haro certain rights In
the matter of state moner and other con,
cessions will be granted.

Tho Venezuelan congress will adjourn
on June 15 and the charter for the bank
will be granted before that time. It 1

This has bein,
made In part by the action of Groat
Britain in levying on the revenue oC
Nicaragua, tho afflcials of Venezuela
desire to be protected from any similar
mlve In 60 far ai the bank, with an
American interest, can protect them.
President Crcspo and his advisors wero
very anxious for Americans to tak
hold of the institution and they wanted
above all that the British should hav
no interest i ntho affair.
